The subject matter of claim 1 is, therefore, novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)) . 

The problem that the present invention is intended to 
solve can therefore be considered to be that of providing 
a timepiece corrector device that can be actuated simply 
without using a tool and with which there is no chance of 
inadvertent actuation. 



The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application, is considered to involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), for the following 
reasons: 

- This combination of features is not known from, or 
suggested by, the prior art. 



Claims 2-8 are dependent on claim 1 and, as such, 
therefore also fulfil the PCT requirements of novelty and 
inventive step. 
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
